We  live  and  leam.  My  last  catalogue  was  priced  by  the  1944  list  and 
^while  it  was  being  printed  the  1945  list  came  out,  showing  advances  in  prices 
on  some  coins  of  25  to  50%. 

This  is  what  happened  in  many  cases.  A  nickel  which  was  listed  in  the 
1944  list  at  $5  was  raised  to  $7,50  in  new  list.  Many  good  patrons  bid  the 
full  list  as  I  had  it  quoted,  and  there  were  other  bids  at  full  list  and  over  bv 
the  1945  book. 

In  some  cases,  coins  I  had  listed  at  $7.50  sold  for  as  high  as  $11  going  a 
dollar  over  the  1945  price.  In  this  catalogue  I  have  followed  the  1945  prices. 
The  exception  is  on  coins  listed  in  a  grade  not  priced  in  the  1945  catalogue. 

If  you  are  offering  a  coin  that  is  rarely  listed  in  a  higher  grade  than  VF 
and  you  have  one  in  strictly  Unc  or  proof,  the  only  price  you  have  to  go  by  is 
a  recent  auction  record  Generally  speaking  auction  records  are  fairly  reliable 
but  sometimes  they  are  cleverly  padded. 

This  catalogue  contains  some  of  the  finest  material  I  have  ever  listed  and 
I  hope  to  have  more  of  it  the  coming  winter.  I  prefer  not  to  list  any  coins 
from  circulation  in  future,  except  dates  which  can  usually  only  be  secured  in 
very  fine  and  early  dates  which  are  usually  only  offered  in  a  good  state  of 
preservation. 


Coin  stores  have  a  trade  which  my  catalogue  never  reaches.  An  “over 
the  counter”  trade  is  largely  with  people  who  prefer  to  buy  coins  that  way. 
I  simply  do  not  get  any  bids  in  my  catalogues  for  sets  of  coins  made  up  out 
of  present  circulation.  I  had  a  number  of  such  sets  in  last  catalogue  and  had 
to  return  them  to  owner. 


American  people  have  a  pocket  full  of  money  they  always  buy 
the  best  grade  on  the  market  and  it  applies  to  coins  as  well  as  other  merchan¬ 
dise.  I  can  sell  thru  my  auction  a  Standing  Liberty  quarter  of  1921  strictly 
uncirculated  for  $40  quicker  than  a  similar  date  fine  at  $10.  Or  I  can  sell  a 

strictly  imcirculated  or  proof  gold  coin  quicker  than  a  similar  date  just  fine 
or  good. 

York  dealers  are  cleaning  up  their  stock  of  foreign 
gold  to  the  public  to  be  made  into  jewelry.  In  ye  olden  days  gold  dollars  were 
largely  used  by  jewelers  for  stick  pins  and  were  more  popular  with  that  trade 
j'ewel^^^  public,  used  as  money.  I  do  not  wish  to  sell  my  gold  coins  for 

I  hear  lots  of  complaints  about  coins  being  too  high  but  there  were  no 
compl^amts  from  1932  to  1942  about  their  being  too  cheap.  People  who  had  to 
sell  their  coins  in  those  ten  years  got  only  a  fraction  of  what  they  could  get 
now.  Same  with  stocks,  bonds,  real  estate,  etc. 

In  looking  through  the  last  number  of  Hobbies  Magazine  I  see  the 
numismatists  had  about  four  pages  of  advertising  of  their  wares  and  the 
(dealers  in  gflass  had  32  pages.  Latter  were  largely  ladies  who  run  antique 
shops,  etc  Now  if  you  want  to  see  prices  double  and  triple  get  a  few  hundred 
mousand  ladies  going  on  coins  and  the  sky  will  be  the  limit.  Did  you  know 
that  more  than  half  of  the  holders  of  stocks  of  our  leading  corporations  are
